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QUESTION: I would like for you to explain what the 
Bible says about plaiting and braiding your hair.—Mrs. 
David Pinkins, Mayo, Florida. 


YOUR PROBLEM ARISES over 1 Timothy 
2:9: “In like manner also, that women adorn themselves 
in modest apparel, with shamefacedness and sobriety: 
not with broided hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly array;” 
and 1 Peter 3:3: “Whose adorning let it not be that out- 
ward adorning of plaiting the hair, and wearing of gold, 
or of putting on of apparel.” Notice carefully that both in 
Paul’s writing and in Peter’s, the discussion is pointedly 
on adornment. Both were concerned only with a putting 
on of ornamentation—not the way a woman combed her 
hair. The verse from Peter is quite plain when you notice 
that he condemns the adorning of plaiting the hair rather 
than twining it together as we today do in plaiting or 
braiding the hair. Both Peter and Paul unmistakably ob- 
jected to adorning the hair with artificial ornamentation. 
Positive proof that the Apostles did not condemn the 
simple act of plaiting (Gr.: emploke), which meant to 
twist or fold the hair, is found in the fact that they also 
condemned putting on of apparel. It would be absurd to 
suppose that they advocated putting on no apparel what- 
soever; but their reference was only to costly, extrava- 
gant, or sensational apparel. In the same manner, only 
the plaiting of the hair with ornamentation, extrava- 
gance, or immodesty was condemned. Some of the ancient 
historians have told us how the women of Christ’s time 
plaited their hair by putting nets of gold about it, or 
entwining threads or coins of gold in it, or folding it 
over shiny leaves of gold. This was extravagant, vulgar, 
and immodest; often the trademark of a harlot. It was 
this ornamental plaiting of the hair that was condemned 
and not the simple twining or rolling it together, which 
is both modest and convenient.

QUESTION: Please explain 1 Timothy 5:9, “Let not a 
widow be taken into the number under threescore years 
old, having been the wife of one man.”—T. G. Venerable, 
Moodville, Alabama. 


DURING THE DAYS of the New Testament, 
Christians in some places lived together in communities, 
sharing all their goods equally. This had not been com- 
manded, but the people felt that living together and 
sharing their goods equally would hold them together in 
love until the return of the Lord. The custom arose in 
Jerusalem (Acts 4:32) and spread to other places. This 
induced laziness, deceit, and controversy such as that in 
Acts 5:1-11 and 6:1-4. The practice was then modified 
so that only widows and other needy persons were sup- 
ported by the churches. All others had to work for their 
own living. A careful reading of 1 Timothy 5:3, 4, 5, and 8 
make this very clear. Young widows could be members 
of the church, but they were not to be supported by the 
church. Verses 11 through 14 establish this. No widow 
was to be supported if she had relatives who were able 
to support her (Verse 16). 
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O! PLEASE DO NOT condemn the fitle until the 

writer has had time to explain. Perhaps the plurali- 

ty of the subject suggests a thought that seems 
contrary to our usual thinking; but before you classify 
this composition as false doctrine, let me say, please 
examine its contents. 

In the last half of the third chapter of Luke, the author 
traces the geneology of Mary, mother of Jesus, and finds 
at the root of the family tree a son of God, “. . . which 
was the son of Adam, which 
was the son of God,” Luke 
3:38b. Since Jehovah has only 
one Begotten Son, we must search for an explanation for 
Luke’s statement. The fact is that Adam is a son of God. 
But what son—the son of creation. 

We are all familiar with what the Trinity did on the 
sixth day. “Let us make man in our image . . . so God 
created man ... male and female created he them” 
(Adam and Eve), Genesis 1:26, 27. Notice that God cre- 
ated Adam, and God said through his Gospel writer, Luke, 
that this creation was a son. Our conclusion seems to be 
inevitable—the first man was the created son of God. 

The story of the fall of man is almost as common as 
his creation. To say that when Adam and Eve believed 
the Devil’s lying tongue was a sad day for the human 
race is to make a trite understatement. God’s inception 
of a plan for mankind’s restoration in Genesis 3:15 il- 
luminates the only consolation in man’s tragic separation 
from his Creator. Although the human being lost his di- 
vine sonship, the Almighty provides a means by which 
this family relationship may be restored. 

The redemption of man was covenanted by God with 
Abraham through the son of promise, Isaac. Analyze 
carefully these words, “And I (God) will bless her (Sar- 
ah), and give thee a son also 
of her ... and I will establish 
my covenant with him for an 
everlasting covenant, and with his seed after him,” Gen- 
esis 17:16a, 19b. We should remind ourselves here that 

e intervening verse seventeen records the ages of Abra- 

m and Sarah as one hundred years and ninety years 
old respectively. Do not the ages of Isaac’s parents sug- 
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gest something miraculous—even supernatural about his 
birth? 

If this evidence is not convincing enough, then let us 
quote for our convenience, Genesis 21:1-3, “And the Lord 
visited Sarah as he had said, and the Lord did unto Sarah 
as he had spoken. For Sarah conceived, and bare Abra- 
ham a son in his old age, at the set time of which God 
had spoken to him. And Abraham called the name of his 
son that was born unto him, whom Sarah bare to him, 
Isaac.” The clauses “he had said,” “he had spoken,” and 
“God had spoken” are significant to observe. God Himself 
repeats three times that He had promised this son. 

Paul differentiates between Ishmael and Isaac in Ga- 
latians 4:22, 23, “For it is written that Abraham had two 
sons, the one by a bondmaid, the other by a freewoman. 
But he who was of the bondwoman was born after the 
flesh; but he of the freewoman was by promise.” Accord- 
ing to Huxtable the last clause literally means, “but the 
son by the freewoman through the promise.” 

A careful study of the above Scriptures has convinced 
the writer that God actually made the birth of Isaac a 
reality, and that through his lineage has come the Be- 
gotten Son who has restored the last sonship. Thus, this 
patriarch certainly ranks as the promised son of God. 

Through the lineage of the promised son came the Be- 
gotten son. God has only one child whom He begot of 
woman—He being the Lord Jesus Christ. That this man 
should redeem separated hu- 
manity was “foreordained be- 
fore the foundation of the 
world, but was manifest in these last times for you,” 
1 Peter 1:20. 

Although His destiny was preknown, He did not con- 
descend to man’s state until the “fulness of time.” “But 
when the fulness of the time was come, God sent forth 
his Son, made of a woman, made under the law,” Gala- 
tians 4:4. The use of the word made here instead of born 
suggests pre-existence. Christ is eternal—‘Alpha and 
Omega ... which is, ... was, ... is to come:. :” 
Revelation 1:8. When our Redeemer came to the earth, 
He “was made in the likeness of men.” Philippians 2:7. 
Let us further consider, How “he was made,” but remem- 
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ber that Hebrews 10:5 states, “a body hast thou prepared 
me.” 

God created the Embryo, and the Holy Ghost placed 
Him inside Mary’s womb. The Virgin nurtured the Embryo 
by osmosis through the prenatal stage, then gave birth to 
this Holy One. Since Mary had nothing to do with the Em- 
bryo’s origin, and since none of her blood passed from 
her to Him through osmotic processes, we can rightly 
say that the Begotten Son was born free from Adamic 
blood and nature. If we accept this thesis, we can easily 
understand how Mary’s Child would not be contaminated 
with her inherent carnal nature. 


Maybe now we can see how “The Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the Father), full of grace and 
truth,” John 1:14. Here He is “made in the likeness of 
men”; “born of a virgin”; and “full of grace and truth.” 
This all came about because He loved us. John says, “He 
was manifested to take away our sins: and in Him is 
no sin,” 


Christ agreed to become a Son and to offer Himself 
as a sacrifice for us that we might become sons. “Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath given himself for us an of- 
fering and a sacrifice to God for a sweetsmelling savour,” 
Ephesians 5:2. 


And we read again in John 1:11, 12, “He came unto his 
own, and his own received him not. But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to become the sons of 
God.” 


These words introduce us to our last and fourth son of 
God—the adopted son. When a person believes on the Be- 
gotten Son, he is adopted into the family of God as a son. 
Paul confirms, in Romans 
8:14-17, that if we are led by 
the Spirit of God, then we are 
sons of God; and further, that we have not received the 
spirit of bondage, but the Spirit of adoption. The great 
Apostle goes on to say that the Spirit witnesses with our 
spirit that we are God’s children; that we are joint- 
heirs with Christ. 


For another reference to the believer’s relationship to 
God, let us turn to Paul’s letter to the Galatians. In Ga- 
latians 4:4-7 we read, “But when the fulness of the time 
was come, God sent forth his Son, made of a woman, made 
under the law, To redeem them that were under the law 
that we might receive the adoption of sons. And because 
ye are sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit of his Son into 
your hearts, crying Abba Father. Wherefore thou art no 
more a servant, but a son; and if a son, then an heir of 
God through Christ.” 


Brethren, what a glorious relationship! An heir of God! 
Joint-heirs with Christ! Our Lord was rich; but He be- 
came poor, that we might become rich, 2 Corinthians 8:9. 
Since we are redeemed by Him, we are to enjoy His rich- 
es. There are riches in this inheritance; yea, even un- 
searchable riches of Christ. Now that we are joint-heirs 
with Him, we are entitled to heavenly blessings. “Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we shall be like him .. .” 1 John 3:2. 


Although the created son fell, God assures us that 
through the promised son would come the Begotten Son 
who would restore and make each of us an adopted son.

Scripture Text: Joel 2:28-32 

N THAT GREAT DAY of Pentecost when the ini- 
O tial outpouring of the Holy Ghost was ushered in 

by a heavenly display of sight and sound, unbe- 
lievers naturally sought a rational explanation for the un- 
usual actions of those who had been filled. Peter rose to 
refute their accusations of drunkenness, but declared, 
“This is that which was spoken by the Prophet Joel,” 
whereupon he proceeded to quote from the text given 
above. 

We are the proud heirs of the Pentecostal estate found- 
ed on that wonderful day. Our contemporaries, too, are 
looking for a rational explanation of our actions. With 
the privilege of receiving this Pentecostal heritage comes 
the responsibility for maintaining the standard forecast 
by the Prophet Joel. To be able to rise with Peter and 
proclaim “This is That,” it is necessary not only to pos- 
sess the same evidence of the Holy Ghost (speaking in 
tongues) as did the New Testament recipients; but also 
we must be sure that our conduct, as theirs did, fulfills 
Joel’s prophecy. Let us analytically examine the prophecy: 

“J will pour out my spirit upon all flesh” 

There comes with the filling of the Holy Ghost an ur- 
gency to spread the gospel of Christ that this prophecy 
may be fulfilled. It is the very nature of the Holy Ghost 
to extend the gospel through the illumination of Christ. 
Jesus said in John 15:26, “He shall testify of me’; again 
in Jchn 14:26 “He shall... bring all things to your re- 
membrance whatsoever I have said unto you”; and in Acts 
1:8 “Ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.” A study of the actions 
of the disciples indicates a passion for extending to all 
people not only salvation but also the gift of the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 8; 10; 19). Can we rest without witnessing 
for Christ; can we fail to have an interest in world-wide 
missions; can we dismiss the exigent need of believers for 
the Holy Ghost and still rightfully claim “This is That”? 

“Your sons and your daughters shall prophesy” 

To prophesy may be defined as speaking under the en- 

lightenment of the Holy Ghost. It seems to me that there 


a special obligation for us Pentecostal people to fortify 
homes and churches with training to insure that our 
children do not depart from the faith—that we may hear

them speaking under the enlightenment of the Holy 
Ghost. If our churches, our homes, and our lives do not 
attract our sons and our daughters who have observed 
Pentecost at close range, can we shout to those at a dis- 
tance “This is That’’? 


“Your old men shall dream dreams, your young men shall 
see visions” 


Search with me through the New Testament for the 
meaning of this prophecy (Acts 9:10; 10:17; 16:9; 18:9; 
22:17-21). When the men of the New Testament saw vi- 
sions it was of something beyond their own immediate 
needs. It was a call to exercise the power which came 
with the Holy Ghost. Through their visions they obtained 
a vision of the needs of people whom they did not know. 
Their sleep was disturbed by a concern for souls, a zeal 
to expand the Church, and a hunger for proper direction 
in missionary activities. Can we be nearsighted, sound- 
sleepers and convincingly say, “This is That’? 


“And also upon the servants and upon the handmaids in 
those days will I pour out my spirit” 


Joel had promised that this blessing would not be lim- 
ited to the privileged class. A study of the early Church 
confirms the truth of this prophecy. Paul wrote in 1 Cor- 
inthians 1:26 “. . . not many wise men after the flesh, 
not many mighty, not many noble are called.” It is grati- 
fying that our present organization has followed a pat- 
tern similar to the New Testament Church. A few days ago 
I was discussing the history of the Church of God with a 
minister of another denomination who had observed, with 
interest, its growth over a period of years. He said, “It 
would be a pitiful thing if your church lost its common 
touch.” Agreeing with him I pointed out that Jesus, when 
he first revealed himself in Nazareth, had quoted the 
Prophet Isaiah (Luke 4:18), “The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me because he hath anointed me to preach the gos- 
pel to the poor.” If our church becomes so enamored with 
wealth, if our church becomes so engrossed with its place 
in society, if we become so filled with pride that we neglect 
to minister to the poor and underprivileged, then we can 
no longer say “This is That.” 


“And I will shew wonders in the heavens and in the earth” 
While it is evident that the disciples, in obedience to

The National Sunday School Association celebrates its tenth anniversary with one of 
its most impressive conventions. 


registered for the National Sunday School Conven- 

tion by the end of the first afternoon—the highest 
first-day registration in the Convention’s ten-year history. 
It was expected that the evening attendance would reach 
3000. 

The tenth-anniversary celebration of the American 
Sunday School Association was ably introduced by Dr. 
Harold W. Erickson in the convention’s Presidential Ad- 
dress, as he spoke on the subject, ‘““‘The Sunday School in 
the Atomic Age.” 

President Erickson pointed out that there is a current 
return to the attitude that the Bible is the infallible Word 
of God. “The Sunday Schools of America suffered one of 
the most barren periods in their history during the 1920’s 
and 30’s due to a divorce of Christian education tech- 
niques from the supernatural religious experience of the 
pupil,” he said. 

The National President stated that one of the current 
objectives of the Sunday School movement is to place 
more emphasis upon reaching adults. “For in so doing,” 
he observed, “the American family life can be strength- 
ened, thus helping to combat parental as well as juvenile 
delinquency.” 

The Sunday School Convention is a nation-wide “Know- 
how, Show-how, Do-how Clinic” for pastors, superintend- 
ents, teachers, officers, parents, and laymen, including 
over 60 workshops led by the nation’s top authorities. 
Workshops offer inspiring, informative, and “how-to-do- 
it” tips, work-study groups, and colorful exhibits. 


WITH A REGISTRATION of more than 1900 
on the second day of the Spokane National Sunday 
School Convention, last year’s total figure of 1730 was 
surpassed. Fifty-two different denominations are reported 
as being represented by those registering. 

More than thirty states, including New York, Tennessee, 
and Pennsylvania as well as six provinces of Canada and 
the Hawaiian Islands are included in home states of 
the conventioners. 

Transportation to the convention was facilitated by a 
reserved train from Portland, a chartered bus from Win- 
nipeg, Canada, and an excursion side-trip through Yel- 
lowstone National Park for those coming from the East. 

The Thursday-morning session started off with a de- 
votional message by Dr. Frank Warren, President of Whit- 
worth College, speaking on the subject, “The Marks of 
the Christian.” He was followed by a visual demonstration 


O NE THOUSAND, two hundred and sixty-five had 
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on “Train Up a Child,” by students of Whitworth. 

In the afternoon, Rev. Ray H. Hughes, National Sunday 
School and Youth Director of the Church of God, Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, spoke on “Principles of Progress.” He 
said that churches must build for future progress and 
growth, because of the continual development of new 
communities and residential areas. He observed that there 
are more communities without Sunday Schools today than 
ever before in our history. Stressing the importance of 
dedication on the part of congregations, Reverend Hughes 
remarked that “the Church should not be a field in which 
to work but a force with which to work.” 


ON WEDNESDAY EVENING, the principal 
speaker of the Convention was Dr. Paul Rees, pastor of 
the large First Covenant Church of Minneapolis, and first 
President of the National Association of Evangelicals. 
Speaking on the subject, “The Soul of the Teacher,” he 
pointed out that, to be a teacher, one must undergo sev- 
eral severe disciplines. 

He spoke of the Discipline of Exemplification as the 
necessity of living consistently with what one teaches. 
The Discipline of Communication requires a teacher to 
use every legitimate means in order to communicate his 
lesson to his puvils. The Discipline of Meditation requires 
the recovery of a nearly lost art, in a day when the news- 
papers and television think for us; and many people have 
a “George Gobel mind.” The Discipline of Continuation 
was proposed as the best antedote to discouragement 
and failure. Dr. Rees remarked that “there isn’t any job, 
regardless of how glamorous it may appear to be, but 
what there is some drudgery behind the scenes.” 

Thursday evening’s speaker was to be Dr. Henrietta 
Mears, Director of Christian Education at Hollywood First 
Presbyterian Church, the largest church in its denomina- 
tion.

literally, there is a shadow that hangs over their 

existence. They live their lives against a back- 
ground of fear. Their scope of experience is preoccupied 
with the great conflict between idealogies which confront 
each other in the battle for the control of the mind. In 
trying to diagnose the condition, we are confronted with 
a crisis in character. We are interested in education; 
there is no matter that is as profoundly important; but 
have we not reached the point where we recognize that 
mere facts alone are not sufficient. We need more wis- 
dom, more knowledge emanating from the very nerve 
center of the universe—God! 

Our society is built on the foundation of the Hebrew- 
Christian tradition. Spiritual values are an integral part 
of our lives, a part for which we are deeply grateful, for 
out of this concept we have drawn our great ideas, our 
great dreams, and our great hopes. Yet, with all of our 
knowledge we seem to be lacking in some of the facets of 
wisdom, despite the fact that the greatest power in twenty 
centuries is directed against this culture of ours. With all 
of our vast array of facts, with all of our increased edu- 
cation and our proud achievements, there seems to be an 
increasing fear as to how that knowledge will be used and 
what will eventually happen. 

It is evident that there are a variety of interpretations 
as to what is spiritual; yet, we must agree that in many 
cases we have placed emphasis on the material rather 
than on the spiritual values of life. We have often been 
proud; we have often boasted of high standards of living; 
but can we boast very much about our standard of 
thinking? Thomas efferson looked forward to the time 
when education would make everyone in the land liter- 
ate. That almost has been accomplished. Most of our peo- 
ple can read; yet, would Mr. Jefferson be shocked at some 
of the things we read? Should we ask the question, ‘(Have 
we developed three dimension comics for one dimension 
minds?” Is our standard of thinking worthy? Is it true 
that our society has become man-centered? Has our edu- 
cational program been partial and fragmentary, result- 
ing in a generation that is secular-minded? 

As I try to understand the spiritual decadence of our 
time, I am confronted with the simple fact that education 
without morality is deadening. Macaulay, the historian, 
reminded us that almost all of those great catastrophies 
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which have befallen the human race have been entirely 
due to the fact that we have had a combination of high 
intelligence and low desires. Of what good is our boasted 
education if we create only intellectual giants who are, 
at the same time, spiritual pygmies? We all agree that 
the purpose of education is to make us feel at home in 
the world and to equip us for the task of making contri- 
butions to society. We further agree that the purpose of 
education is to teach us to use our skills and our talents 
for the general welfare of mankind. But the purpose of 
education is much more than this—it is basicly the de- 
velopment of character which comes inevitably from 
what we believe. Those of us who have the responsibility 
of guiding our young people are charged with the re- 
sponsibility to assist in developing men and women who 
are fit to live and fit to live with. After they have dis- 
covered the good life and determined their beliefs, then 
they are able to become good scientists, good doctors, 
good lawyers, or good teachers. The college cannot evade 
the responsibility that is involved here; yet, it is not our 
task alone. The church and home must jointly cast 
strong influence for the cultural development of our 
young people. 


OuR COMMUNITY IS, today, at one of the 
pivotal points in its history. It is within our power to de- 
termine which way it will move. It is within our power to 
hold high our faith in the worth and dignity of every in- 
dividual and the freedom that is inspired by that fact. 
Our faith and culture have been built on the concept that 
man has been created in the image of eternal God and 
possesses certain inalienable rights not given him by the 
state but given him because he is a living soul. Progress 
is dependent upon freedom. If freedom is ever taken away 
or if the worth of the individual is taken away, if the 
basic rights are ever destroyed, then all of our physical 
accomplishments, all of our technological gains will be 
nothing more than a foundation for a new and terrible 
savagery. 

It is within our power to lift the mind above apparent 
facts to the truth—above knowledge to faith. Faith is the 
growing edge of the mind. It is only as the mind moves 
out into new areas, with faith, that new continents of 
truths are discovered. Education without religion is like 
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Philippians 


‘ “Brethren, I count not 
myself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do, for- 
getting those things which 
are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those _ things 
which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus.”

which can build the most powerful bombs, the 

fastest, longest-range delivery planes, produce the 
toughest flying men, or promote the smoothest, most dip- 
lomatic peace talk in our history. Educators are in a rac 
to provide facilities to meet the demand for education. 
Scientists continue the now fearful race of probing the 
yet unknown. The accomplishments of yesterday’s race 
are inadequate for the needs and demands of today. The 
400-meter Olympic race of 1896, run in 54.2 seconds, was 
too slow for the race of 1952 when the same distance was 
run in 45.9 seconds. The T-model of thirty years ago is 
inadequate for the speeded-up man of today. Yesterday’s 
quality is too poor for today; yesterday’s quantity is too 
little for today. If this is true in the material race of the 
world, what is the parallel in the Christian race? 

While one of the great, early ministers waited day after 
day and night after night in a Roman jail, he began to 
reminisce on the accomplishments of yesteryear when he 
had answered the call to “come over into Macedonia and 
help us.” His heart and soul must have swelled with joy 
as he recalled how a lone lady, Lydia, became a working 
charter member of the most loyal Church that he estab- 
lished. It was surely a great joy, too, to recall that from 
the Church at Philippi he had received assistance while 
working with churches in other areas. This Church was 
a real triumph in his work for God yesterday. He was 
never able to do anything like this prior to his memorable 
experience on the road to Damascus. He rejoiced in his 
heart; the loving presence of God warmed and comforted 
his soul in the confines of the Roman prison. In that 
condition, from somewhere deep within his heart surged 
the determined assertion that he was doing one thing— 
forgetting those things of the past, reaching forth to 
those things before, and pressing toward the mark. Yes- 
terday’s race did not suffice for him. He was still very 
much in the current race and pressing toward the mark. 


The accomplishments of the Church of God of yester- 
day are remarkable. They who achieved them are to be 
commended. Souls have been saved, sanctified, filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and added to the Church. Many churches 
have been established and built to house the converts. 
Bodies and minds have been healed. Schools have been 
established to provide education in a Christian environ- 
ment for those who have entered the Christian race. 
Areas, near and far, controlled by sin and Satan, have 
been invaded and conquered by God’s power working 
through soldiers of the Cross. Honorable and revered min- 
isters and laymen, some of whom have already run the 
last lap of their race and have gone for their final trophy 
—with fervid devotion for the cause of Christ and His 
Church, have often carried on the race fearlessly, prayer- 
fully, faithfully, and laborously under severe circum- 
stances.

We rejoice in and thank God for the 
accomplishments of yesterday, but they will not meet the 
needs and demands of today. Today’s race must be run 
for today. I must put forth every effort to follow my ser- 
mon of yesterday with one today more saturated with 
power, more inspired, more nourished, better conveyed, 
and more effectively projected into more hearts by the 
power of God. My testimony of yesterday must be fol- 
lowed, today, by a more Christ-centered, more sincere, 
more poignantly positive testimony.

more far-reaching, more spiritually effective work for 

d. If we should become satisfied and relaxed in the ac- 
omplishments of yesterday and simply try to hold our 
own, and, as a means of self justification, call that pro- 
gression while men of science, industry, education, and 
other fields are superseding the accomplishments of yes- 
terday, our positions would deceive us; and that which we 
call progression would become tantamount to regression. 
The gospel of Christ has never gone forward simply by 
winning one day’s race; but with each rising of the sun 
comes a new opportunity—a new challenge, a new race 
The strongholds of Satan will continue to fall as Christian 
soldiers march unrelentingly onward in peparation for, 
in running, and in winning today’s race. 


PREPARATION IS ONE of the most impor- 
tant parts of the race. In Psalms 19:5 David refers to 
one who runs a race as a strong man. Surely, for the 
Christian race today we must develop strength and stam- 
ina in Christ. We must, in accordance with Ephesians 
6:10b, “Be strong in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might.” Should we feel tired and worn from yesterday’s 
race, we hear the reassuring words by the Prophet in 
Isaiah 40:29, “He giveth power to the faint; and to them 
that have no might he increaseth strength”; and in verse 
31 of the same chapter, he writes that they that wait up- 
on the Lord shall renew their strength. The reason for 
many of our failures is due directly to a lack of prepara- 
tion on our part. We may have neglected our proper spir- 
itual food, our proper spiritual exercise, or our proper 
spiritual rest—waiting upon the Lord; or in our haste, we 
may have run ahead of God’s plan. In more simple terms, 
our failures may be due to inadequate prayer, plans, 
and study for the activities undertaken. But all of our 
successes and failures of yesterday should be used to in- 
crease our abilities to run the race successfully today. 


In his exhortation to faith and godliness, the author 
of Hebrews tells us in the first verse of chapter 12, 
“Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set before us.” Among the 
cloud of witnesses are admirers, helpers, advisers, sup- 
porters, and opposers; but our purpose in this race is far 
different from that of the runners in the Olymic games, 
to which Adam Clark suggests this Scripture alludes. We 
are not laying aside sin and weights in order to thrill a 
cloud of witnesses. There is one Witness in heaven who 
sees cur preparation; if we can please Him in laying aside 
the sin and weights and bring glory to His name, this 
part of our preparation will have been done well. 


After we have put off all the hindrances, we are then 
in a position to put on helps. The shoes are said to be a 
most important part of the runner’s equipment. The sixth 
chapter of Ephesians lists several items of equiment for 
the Christian soldier. Ephesians 6:15 states, “And your 
feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace.” 
Having our feet thus equipped, we will be most capable of 
running for Christ in the right way, in the right place, 
at the right time. The feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace will be most effective in bringing 

eace to warring individual souls today. All of the putting 
¢ necessary for the best race is included in Romans 
3:14a, “But put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
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Beside these mentioned procedures of preparation for 
the race, a real Christian confidence and faith in God is 
a requisite to our winning today’s race. Our faith must 
make us know that He is and that He is the Rewarder 
of them who seek His guidance and care. We must know 
that we can do all things through Christ who is our 
Strength, Philippians 4:13. We must have confidence in 
ourselves to trust God. If, then, today’s race involves a 
hardship, a disappointment, a miscalculation, with every- 
thing entrusted to God, we can say with the Scripture in 
Romans 8:28a, “And we know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God”; and also with 
1 Corinthians 9:26a, “I therefore so run, not as uncer- 
tainly.” We know what we are doing and where we are 
going. We are trusting God; we have prepared; we will 
continue to prepare; as we do, we shall reach forth to 
those things which are before. 

Every race has a starting line, and only those who start 
on the line really are in the race. Any delay caused by ob- 
stinacy, hesitancy, selfishness, lack of cooperative effort, 
or any other factor, can never be recovered. That time is 
gone forever. To start behind the line is out of order. A 
man needs and wants to come to Christ, but I find in his 
history that he was a sinner fifteen years ago; he was a 
gambler then; he was a drinking, unloyal husband then; 
he was a robber then, and Jesus was his Saviour then. 
History contains merit, of course, but he is still the same 
sinful man without a loving Christ. What he neglected to 
do then, kept him in the confines of sin; but what he 
does now, determines what he is today. Forgetting those 
things of the past, can he start now for Christ? Today’s 
race begins today. 


WE MAY BE INCLINED to start ahead of the 
line; but that is out of order, also. Another man, young, 
strong, and healthy, is without Christ. We may encourage 
him to go to school now, to major in some field of grow- 
ing importance in our world—to enjoy himself. Tomor- 
row—in the future—he can accept Christ. His vast ac- 
quisition of knowledge will contribute greatly to the influ- 
ence and progress of the Church. Those may be worthy 
aspirations, but tomorrow’s race cannot be run today. Dr. 
Cheever has well stated that “Faith in tomorrow instead 
of Christ is Satan’s nurse for man’s perdition.” We must 
start on the line—not ahead of it. 2 Corinthians 6:2b 
says, “Behold, now is the accepted time; behold now is 
the day of salvation.” 

There are the negative and the positive factors of every 
contest, and today’s race is not without them. The spir- 
itual vision of an ardent and faithful runner of the Old 
Testament period saw in the far distant future a time 
when there would be disorganized running. It was almost 
at the end of the book by his name that Daniel wrote, 
“But thou, O Daniel shut up the words, and seal the book, 
even to the time of the end: many shall run to and fro, 
and knowledge shall be increased,” Daniel 12:4. Today 
may not be the exact day referred to, but no one will 
deny that the latter part of the verse exactly pictures to- 
day. This does not refer to the rapidity of today’s move- 
ments but to the unsettled condition of man in general. 
Many are running to and fro without a clear understand- 
ing or acceptance of the real purpose or goal of the 
Christian race; consequently, the running of such an in- 
dividual can only be disorganized. People run to and fro 
to fulfil selfish desires when the knowledge and peace of 
God has not been permitted in their lives as stabilizing 
factors. Professed Christians run to and fro when the 
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heart confession, which is to themselves, conflicts with 
the mouth confession, which is to others. Those who are 
disorganized in their running may enter the real Chris- 
tian race of today by minding not the things of the flesh 
and by following the spirit of God. There is only one or- 
ganized direction in the Christian race, and that is up. 
As long as we keep our faces toward the final goal, heav- 
en, we are facing the Light, Christ Jesus; and as long as 
we face the Light, all the shadows of this life will fall be- 
hind us. Let us not run to and fro; let us be organized 
and run upward in today’s race. 

In 1 Peter 4, as he exhorted to cease from sin, he listed 
several actions characteristic of the race of non-Chris- 
tians. Among them are lasciviousness, lusts, excess of 
wine, revellings, banquetings, and abominable idolatries. 
In verse 4, he wrote, “Wherein they think it strange that 
you run not with them to the same excess of riot, speak- 
ing evil of you.” It may appear strange to the non-Chris- 
tian that the Christian is not interested in running to- 
day’s race with him. Even the Christian’s senses are dif- 
ferent. His taste is different as recorded in Psalms 
119:103, ‘““How sweet are thy words unto my taste! yea, 
sweeter than honey to my mouth!” The smell, too, is dif- 
ferent, Ephesians 5:2b, “and hath given himself for us an 
offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweetsmelling sa- 
vour.” The hearing and seeing are different. Those things 
which entertain the non-Christian mind are not enter- 
taining to the mind of the Christian. Attitudes and the 
sense of values are different. So if we appear strange in 
the Christian race to the non-Christian mind, let us not 
be disturbed; inasmuch as the excesses listed by the Apos- 
tle are not desired by the Christian. Such excesses do not 
inspire; they do not elevate our lives; they do not 
strengthen, for the race of today. 

The text suggests positive action. Forget the past; reach 
for those things which are before; press toward the 
mark. Positively, with no determent, we must run in this 
Christian race today. With patience, let us follow the 
Word of God in Ecclesiastes 9:10a, “Whatsoever thy hand 
findeth to do, do it with thy might;” Our might is too 
weak for the race, but we have a Source of strength. The 
Word of the Lord through an awakened Zechariah to 
Zerubbabel, the foundation builder, tells us of that Source. 
In Zechariah 4:6b, “Not by might, nor by power, but by 
my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” Proud flesh succumbs 
to humble spirit. We can run in the Spirit of the Lord 
and not be weary; we can walk and not faint. The in- 
dwelling Spirit of God becomes our Strength, our Sincerity, 
our Determination. We can, in the words of Fanny J. 
Crosby, “Rescue the perishing, care for the dying, snatch 
them in pity from sin and the grave; weep o’er the erring 
one, lift up the fallen, tell them of Jesus the mighty to 
save.” The task of the race is immense; the field of the 
race is the world; the privilege of the race is glorious; 
the grace of God is sufficient; and the challenge of the 
race is accepted. “Brethren, I count not myself to have 
apprehended: but this one thing I do, forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus.” In the

the instructions of Jesus when he said (Mark 16) “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gospel .. . and ines 
signs shall follow .. .” had placed primary emphasis on 
preaching of the gospel and secondary emphasis on signs 
and wonders. Miracles are mentioned wherever the ac- 
tions of the Holy Ghost filled disciples are recorded. It is 
equally evident that, should we discard the belief in signs 
and wonders, we could no longer be identified with the 
experience Peter referred to as “This is That.” 


“And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord shall be delivered: for in mount 
Zion and in Jerusalem shall be deliverance” 


The gospel of Christ is a gospel of deliverance. Across 
our country, today, a degenerating movement is spread- 
ing which glorifies men—which points to an individual 
rather than to Christ. We do ourselves an injustice if we 
allow this type of movement to confiscate the name of 
“the ministry of deliverance.” This Scripture says that in 
Mount Zion, a type of the Church, shall be deliverance. 
In revealing his intention to build the Church, Jesus said, 
“The gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” Where 
else can we find a better place for deliverance than in 
the refuge of the Church over which the powers of hell 
cannot prevail. I believe that there is no safer place than 
the Church of God. In no place is deliverance more em- 
inent. Ephesians 3:20-21, “Unto him that is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we ask or think, ac- 
cording to the power that worketh in us, unto him be 
glory in the church.” Surely we have asked God to save; 
surely we have thought that he could heal all manner 
of diseases. He is able to do more than save and heal. 
But unto God, not to any individual, should the glory be 
given. Unto Him be glory in the church. Realizing that 
God can and does provide deliverance in the Church, let 
us not relinquish the label of deliverance; but with it, let 
us claim “This is That.” 

The standards prophesied by Joel are not low. It is com- 
pletely fitting that the specifications are high for the 
most precious Gift on earth—the Holy Ghost. God be 
thanked that we have received this Blessing. God grant 
that we may meet these specifications, and God help us 
to be worthy to proclaim “This is That!”

with aspiration and with longing, Moses called a stop and

Arthur Leonard Jenkins was born 
November 10, 1892, at Big Creek, Mis- 
sissippi. He departed this life early in 
the morning of August 11, 1955, to 
meet face to face his blessed Saviour 
and the saints gone on before.

Jenkins and received his education in 
Mississippi.

Those surviving are his’. wife, 
Eunice; the daughters, Mrs. Sethelle

Clara Jo Statum; the sons, Horace, 
Hiram, Joel, Jokn and Donald. One 
son, Calvin Weldon, preceded his fa- 
ther in death on October 30, 1953. 
There are 19 grandchildren and 1 
great-grandchild who will treasure 
the sacred heritage left them by a 
godly grandfather. 

The following brothers and sisters 
survive: the _ sisters, Mrs. Maude 
Brantly, Mrs. Aslee Nolan, Mrs. Ger- 
trude McCullar, and Mrs. Mable Kir- 
by; the brothers, Virgil, Aubrey, Ben, 
Marion; also many nieces, nephews, 
cousins, and friends. 

Brother Jenkins was distinguished 
as being one of the earliest preachers 
in the Church of God. He and his 
wife were saved, sanctified, and bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost in a revival 
conducted under a brush arbor in 
May, 1917.

As a true warrior, he has fought a 
good fight, he has kept the faith, he 
has finished his course; therefore 
there is laid up for him a crown of 
righteousness. Truly the Lord will say, 
“Well done, thou good and faithful 
servant, enter now into the joy of the 
Lord.” 

Brother Jenkins wrote as his per- 
sonal testimony, “The greatest ambi- 
tion in my work has been to see the 
Church of God grow spiritually and 
materially. I believe the future of the 
Church will depend on loyalty to its 
government, doctrines, and teach- 
ings.” 

Nothing can fill the vacant place 
left by a husband and father so loved 
and revered by his family. His preach- 
ing and teachings will ring forever in 
their hearts. Let the circle be unbrok- 
en when the dead in Christ shall rise, 
in that great judgment morning when 
we meet up in the skies. Funeral serv- 
ices were held in Chicago at the Nara- 
gansett Street Church of God.
